FORT  WORTH,  Texas  (BP) 
—  The  task  force  appointed  to 
study  the  prospect  of  chang¬ 
ing  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  (SBC)  name  held 
its  first  meeting  on  Oct.  26  at 
Southwestern  Seminary  in 
Fort  Worth. 

Convention  President 
Bryant  Wright  announced  the 
20-member  task  force  during 
the  opening  session  of  the  SBC 
Executive  Committee's  Sept. 
19-20  meeting  in  Nashville. 
The  announcement  prompted 
a  lively  debate  across  the  con¬ 
vention  about  'the  pros  and 
cons  of  malting  such  a  change. 

:  .  The  16  task,  force  members 
attending  the  Oct  26  meeting 
spent  "a  great  deal"  of  time  in 
prayer;  aware  of  fire  far-reaching 
implications  a  name  change 
would  have,  task  force  chair¬ 
man  Jimmy  Draper  said  in  an 
Oct  26  statement. 

"We  spent  a.  great  deal  of 
time  in  prayer;  believing  that 
we  need  God's  guidance  and 
divine  wisdom  as  we  seek  to 
serve  Southern  Baptists  in  this 
consideration,"  Draper  said.

Study :  media  leads  teens  to 
profanity ,  aggressiveness 

NASHVILLE,  Term.  (BP)  —  Teens  exposed  to  profanity  in 
television  and  video  games  are  more  likely  to  use  profanity 
and  also  to  exhibit  physically  aggressive  behavior,  according 
to  a  new  study  published  in  the  journal  Pediatrics. 

The  study  of 223  middle  school  students  found  that  expo¬ 
sure  to  profanity  in  the  media  was  "significantly  related  to 
beliefs  about  profanity."  In  tum,  teens  who  cursed  more  tend¬ 
ed  to  be  more  aggiessive,  if  not  physically  then  relationally. 

The  authors  called  it  the  first  study  of  its  kind,  and  they 
said  the  results  underscore  the  need  for  better  ratings  and 
content  warnings  on  television  and  video  games.  "[Tjhere  are 
many  times  when  programs  contain  profanity  but  do  not 
receive  the  appropriate  rating,"  the  authors  wrote. 

"As  a  whole,  fire  television  industry  should  aspire  to  be 
more  accurate  with  ratings  concerning  profanity.  In  addition, 
profanity  in  television  is  becoming  more  frequent,  rven  in 
'family-friendly'  programs.  Such  a  trend  is  troubling,  espe¬ 
cially  when  taken  in  the  context  of  our  results." 

Warnings  on  video  games,  the  study  added,  often  do 
not  include  a  warning  that  a  game  has  a  live  component 
whereby  gamers  can  chat  with  each  other.  In  that  mode, 
teens  "might  be  exposed  to  vast  amounts  of  profanity" 
from  other  participants.

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sentenced  to  death.  Earlier  this  year  foe 
Iranian  Supreme  Court  upheld  the  death 
sentence  but  ordered  a  lower  court  to 
examine  whether  Nadarkhani  was  ever  a 
Muslim  —  a  fact  essential  to  determine 
whether  he  left  Islam  for  Christianity. 

The  lower  court  in  Rasht,  Iran,  found 
that  although  Nadarkhani  was  never  a 
practicing  Muslim  "he  remains  guilty  of 
apostasy  because  he  has  Muslim  ances¬ 
try,"  reported  Christian  Solidarity 
Worldwide,  which  monitors  religious 
freedom. 

In  late  September  of  this  year,  he  was 
given  four  cnances  to  recant  his  faith  in 
court  and  refused  each  time.  His  case 
then  was  referred  to  the  ayatollah. 

Nadarkhani's  refusal  to  recant  his 
faith  has  inspired  Christians  worldwide. 
The  ACLJ  reported  one  of  his  court 
exchanges:  "Repent  means  to  return. 
What  should  I  return  to?  To  the  blasphe¬ 
my  that  I  had  before  my  faith  in  Christ?" 
he  asked. 

“To  the  religion  of  your  ancestors, 
Islam,"  the  judge  reportedly  replied.  "1 
cannot,’  Nadarkhani  responded.

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NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  —  A  major 
seven-year  study  published  in  a  main¬ 
stream  journal  is  challenging  the  secular 
notion  that  gays  and  lesbians  cannot 


notion  that  gays  and  lesbians  cannot 
change  their  sexual  orientation. 

The  longitudinal  study  followed  61 
subjects  for  between  six  and  seven 
years  and  found  that  23%  of  them 
reported  successful  conversion  to  het¬ 
erosexual  orientation  and  function 
and  another  30%  reported  stable 
behavioHl  chastity  with  a  significant 
dis-identiftcttion  with  gay  orientation.

"All  major  national  mental  health 
organizations  have  officially  expressed 
concerns  about  therapies  promoted  to 
modify  sexual  orientation,'’  the  APA 
statement  says.  "To  date,  there  has  been 
no  scientifically  adequate  research  to 
show  that  therapy  aimed  at  changing 
sexual  orientation...  is  safe  or  effective. 

Changing  attitudes  on  the  subject 
isn't  easy,  Jones  said.  Stories  about  gay 
people  who  tried  but  didn't  change 
hmd  to  get  more  media  attention,  he 
Alcn  he  noted,  the  issue  has 


become  political.  When  Attorney 
General  Eric  Holder  announced  in 
February  that  the  Justice  Department 
would  no  longer  defend  the  Defense  of 
Marriage  Act  part  of  Holder's  reason¬ 
ing  was  that  there's  "a  growing  scien¬ 
tific  consensus...  that  sexual  orientation 
is  a  characteristic  that  is  immutable."

Nepalese  'in  shock'  after  devastating  6.9  earthquake 


INDIA  (BD  —  "Prabuu. 
Prabuu.  Prabuu,"  the  Nepalese 
man  chanted  with  force  in  his 
lungs  as  the  walls  began  to 
crack  and  the  earth  beneath 
him  shook  violently.  He  stood 
from  where  he  knelt  in  a  door 
frame  when  the  shaking  sub¬ 
sided  in  northeast  India, 
checked  around  his  business  to 
see  if  there  was  any  damage 
and  tried  to  contact  his  family. 

A  week  later,  the  man 
shuddered  as  he  remembered 
that  night's  40  seconds  of  ter¬ 
ror  in  India's  Sikkim  state 
when  a  magnitude  6.9  earth¬ 
quake  hit  Sept.  18. 

The  Nepalese  word  prabuu 
means  "god,"  or  "loro."  The 
man  screamed  out,  as  many 
Nepalese  in  the  region  did 
that  night,  to  a  genenc  god. 

Most  Nepalese  are  Hindu  or 
Buddhist,  adhering  to  works- 
based  religions.  &  northeast 
India,  it  is  commonly  believed 
that  the  gods  were  displeased 
with  their  worship  and  sent  the 
earthquake  as  punishment 

Chase  Tozer,  a  Southern 
Baptist  representative  working 
in  northern  India,  said  most 
people  remain  in  shock.  Several 
hundred  people  in  the  area  are 
immigrants  who  work  on  road 
and  construction  projects  that 
were  hit  by  the  earthquake  or 
landslides  that  followed. 

The  workers  are  leaving  in 
droves  to  return  to  tneir 
hometowns. 

Astrologers  in  Sikkim  have 
told  everyone  another  earth¬ 


quake  is  coming,  Tozer  said. 
According  to  Timothy,  a 


national  partner,  people  are 
living  in  tear  that  nas  intensi¬ 
fied  since  the  earthquake. 

Posted  on  several  roads  in 
the  affected  area  are  signs  that 
read,  "Post  disaster  precau¬ 
tions;  1.  Don't  panic.  1  Don't 
listen  to  rumors.  3.  Drink  only 
water;  no  alcohol"  as  if  die  basic 
lessons  would  help  suspend  or 
tame  the  fear  and  hopelessness 
that  dwells  inside  people. 

Instead  of  opening  a  door  to 
reach  the  region's  Nepalese  with 
the  Gospel  fear  may  hinder 
efforts  as  people  believe  they 
have  to  work  Harder  to  please 
their  gods  and  be  more  devoted 
following  the  earthquake,  Tozer 
said.  It's  another  spintual  barrier 
Joseph  Silwal,  a  pastor  in 
Sikkim,  said  society  and  tradi¬ 
tion  play  a  major  role  in  die 
rejection  of  the  Gospel  "Some 

E'e  know  the  name  of 
*  Silwal  said.  “They 
the  Gospel,  but  the  prob¬ 
lem  is  their  fear  of  society." 

For  a  Hindu  or  Buddhist, 
choosing  to  become  a  Christian  is 
synonymous  with  choosing  to 
abandon  family,  friends,  andcuL 
ture.  New  Christians  often  are 
shunned,  persecuted  and  left  to 
fend  for  themselves. 

Religious  traditions  have 
been  evident  as  people  try  to 
deal  with  the  earthquake's  after- 
math.  At  one  village,  Buddhist 
monks  read,  chanted,  and  wor¬ 
shiped  for  10  hours.  A  normal 
worship  time  lasts  only  an  hour.

People  would  like  to  cremate 
the  dead,  but  countless  bodies 
buried  beneath  homes  and 
mud  are  unrecoverable. 
Traditionally  there  is  a  special 
ceremony  in  which  monks  pray 
for  the  soul  of  the  dead  and 
then  proceed  with  a  cremation 
service.  If  a  body  is  never  found 
and  given  a  proper  ceremony, 
then  die  soul  is  never  set  free, 
according  to  Nepalese  beliefs. 


Tozer  and  national  partners 
know  how  they  can  lead  the 
hurting  to  comfort  "[I  want  to 
share]  about  God's  eternity  ... 
and  His  role  as  Shepherd  in 
our  lives,"  Tozer  said. 

He  and  his  family  witnessed 
firsthand  the  Lord's  protection 
as  they  changed  travel  plans 
and  arrived  at  their  destination 
one  day  earlier  than  antici¬ 
pated.  U  they  had  traveled  as 


planned,  they  would  have  dri¬ 
ven  on  a  road  that  was  wiped 
away  in  the  landslides. 

Tozer  hopes  to  share  this 
testimony  with  people  in  the 
days  to  come.

Meanwhile,  believers  in  Texas'  Del  Rio 
Uvalde  Baptist  Association,  two  hours  west  of 
San  Antonio,  have  seen  decrease*  in  violence 
across  the  border  in  Acufla  during  three  years 
of  praying  for  the  region.
